show. The splendour of the Bougainvillea 
Speotabilis (8. America)—somewhat like an

Gardeners carried all before them in all the

tinder Urdinance 10 of 1876, Section XU. ~ 

The Post Office is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will bo pre. 
pared to make good the contents of such 
correspondence lost while passing through 
the Post, to the extent of $10, in oortain 
cases, provided :== 


1. That the sender duly observed all the | - 


conditions of Registration require, 


2. That the letter was acourely enclosed + 


In a reasonably atrong envelope, : 

3. That: application was made to the 
Postmaster General of Hongkong im- 
mediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invarlably forwarded with- 
such application unless it also is lost. 

4. That-the Postmaster Genoral is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres-
